Citizens generally- have supported the 
double-primary idea, and it is law 
in a great many 'states, including 
neighboring Texas and Louisiana, Be- 
cause democracy demands that poli- 
tical decisions be reached by a maj- 
ority, not a minority, vote. 


On the other hand, there is some 


complaint that the 
double-primary 


works a hardship on the candidates, 
favor the monied candidate, handicaps 
the poor one, and throws additional 
advertising to the newspapers. 


That may still be a moot question, 


for the voters to decide. However, it 
is hard to draw a convincing argu- 
ment against majority rule — and 
that's what the double-primary stands 
for. 


And as far as the press is concerned,
